The
attorney appointed as guardian ad litem may not represent the proposed ward or ward in a
legal capacity.

THE GUARDIAN AD LITEM SHALL SUBMIT A RESPONSE TO THE
PETITION AT LEAST 5 DAYS PRIOR TO THE HEARING.

The court will determine who will be responsible for the costs of the guardian ad litem's
services.

The guardian ad litem shall have access to the legal, financial, and medical records,
including psychiatric, mental health, psychological, and chemical dependence records, of
the proposed ward.
